DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
4/18/201 1 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
23-32 and 41-42 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse (see office action 
mailed on 8/19/2008 treated as without traverse). Accordingly, claims 23-32 and 41-42 
been cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 1 -3,5,7-9,1 1-1 3,1 5-1 7,1 9-22,33-35,37-39,42-48,50-55 and 57-59 are 
allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
base claims 1-3, 7,19,20-21 ,33-35 and 37-39 the prior art of record neither anticipates 
nor renders obvious the limitations including irradiating a semiconductor substrate 
having a front face and a rear face and a sheet bonded thereto by way of a die-bonding 
resin layer with laser light, having a wavelength that enables the laser light to transmit 
through the semiconductor substrate, while locating a light-converging point within the 
semiconductor substrate so as to form a modified region caused by photon absorption 
beneath the face of and expanding the sheet after forming the part which into be cut , to 
cut and separate the semiconductor substrate with the die-bonding resin layer bonded 
thereto into adjacent separated portions of the semiconductor substrate each having at 
least a portion of the die-bonding resin layer bonded thereto simultaneously begins to 
be separated into pieces at the same time the semiconductor substrate is separated 
into pieces in response to expanding of the sheet .
